HOW TO GROW 


Gladiolus Gladiolus should be 
planted in spring, about 4 inches deep, 
6 or 7 inches apart, in good garden 
soil. They want sun all day and do 
best in well drained soil. Plant some 
every few weeks to lengthen bloom- 
ing season. Dig bulbs a month or so 
after blooming; cut stem tight to bulb. 
Dry in cool, airy place for 2 weeks or 
more then store them for the winter. 


Cannas Plant in spring 18 inches 
apart, 4 inches deep, in good, rich 
soil. Do best in sunny location. Water 
generously throughout the season.
